A leading San Francisco paper, in 
an editorial opposing Senator Stew- 
art’s silver bill, hinges its argument 
on the assumption that the man who 
takes bullion to the Mint and gets it 
coined receives therefor 25 per cent. 
more than the market price. The 
editorial in question savs: ‘‘ Let us 
suppose that a financial Napoleon has 
$750 in silver bullion. This he takes 
to the Mint and gets $1,000 for it. 
This sam of $1,000 he again invests in 
silver bullion. He obtains for it silver 
which will ‘etch at the Mint $1,250, 
and so on, doubling it every fourth 
time.“ Now, on the theory that 2! 
per cent. is to be made by converting 
bullion int» money, where is this Na- 
poleon of finance to buy it? Will not 
the man who has bullion send it to the 
Mint and put the 25 per cent. into his 
own pocket? The man who has 
bullion to sell understands the turns 
of the market quite as well as 
the man who is ready to buy. 
But it is clear that this margin 
of 25 per cent. is a very wide one. 
Foreshadowing a market is something 
like guessing where lightning will 
strike next, or guessing what ship is to 
yo down next, As soon as a man is 
able to convert his bullion into coin, it 
is just as reasonable to suppose silver 
will advance in the market as it is to 
expect an advance in flour when wheat 
goes up. 


Another illustration of continuing an 
error, even after it is acknowledged, 
was brought out when Mr. Bartine 
interviewed the President relative to 
the question of Mexican lead.

New York, Dec. 17.—The Sanitary 
Inspector, who investigated the report 
that Russian influenza had arrived, 
reported to-day to the Board of Health. 
The matter was brought to the atten- 


tion of the Board by Dr. Lellman, who 


notified it that several members of the 
family of Albert Klamroth were suf- 
fering from what he believed to be 
Russian influenza. 

The Inspector says: The ages of 
those attacked range from 50 years to 4 
years, all but two little children being 


over 21 years. No cause for the at- 


tack is apparent. None of the family 
were recently from Europe, nor have 
associated nor have been thrown in 


contact with the recent arrivals or any 


one suffering from the disease. 


One 
recently received letters from Europe. 
The first case occurred on December 
lith. The first symptoms were sud- 
den fainting, a chill and marked pros- 
tration, succeeded by a headache and 
a general feeling of malaria, which was 
fullowed by acute corzza, pharyngitis 
and slight laryngitis, winding up with 
bronchitis. An examination showed 
that the patients were about as sick as 
persons with acold. The duration of 
the attack was two days and upwards.”’ 

Health Officer Edson said he bad no 
doubt but that it is the real Russian 
influenza.

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A CASE OF SUICIDE. 


A Chinaman Conctudes to Keep 
Out of States Prison. 

Last evening’s Carson Tribune 
says: On Saturday Deputy 
Jack Pech of Palisade, Eureka county, 
arrived in Carson with a Chinese pris- 


oner, convicted in that county of gell- | 


ing whisky to Indians and sentenced 


to the State Prison for a term of fifteen | 


months. It seems the deputy did not 


have the commitment, consequently 
Warden McCullough refused to receive 
the prisoner. The mongolian was 
lodged in the county jail, until such 
time as the commitment should arrive. 

On going into the jail this morning 
Deputy Sheriff Pine went to the cell 
where the Chinaman was confined to 
let him out to breakfast. On opening 
the cell door the mongolian was dis- 
covered on his knees, with his head on 
the floor against the cell door. There 


was blood all about the cell, and on | 
attempting to arouse him, Deputy Pine | 


discovered that he was dead. The 
Coroner was notified and the body re- 
moved to the undertaking rooms of 
Mr. Wright. A bruise was discovered 
on the Chinaman’s forehead, but 
whether death came from the Cbina- 
man butting his head or from a hem- 
orrhage is not known. Coroner Friend 
ordered an inquest for 2 o'clock this 
afternoon. 

Later developments show that it is 
a case of suicide. It appears that the 
mongolian got, held of a stick of cord 
wood which had been placed under the 
head of the mattress so as to form a 
sort of pillow and inflicted upon him- 
self the injuries from which death en- 
sued. |
